Her sire is Colantha Johanna Champion (see above). Her dam, Nudine Walker, at five years made 
nearly 25 lbs. butter from 597.5 lbs. milk in seyen days. As a two-year-old she produced 603 Ibs. 
butter in 365 days. This heifer is bred to Sir Ormsby Banostine Champion. 





2. Emblagaard Princess Fayne. Her sire is Emblagaard Prince. Her dam, Ida Monk Fayne, 
made records of 18.63 Ibs. butter in seven days as a two-year-old and at four years made 26.49 Ibs. 
butter from 539.4 lbs. milk. The heifer herself has the splendid yearly record of 643.95 Ibs. butter 
from 17,240.2 lbs. milk as a jr. two-year-old. She will be fresh at time of sale and sold with her calf 
sired by Colantha Johanna Champion.

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The $53,200 Bull at Home

tiac Rag Apple of E. H. Dollar for $8,000 that the 

calf she then carried would in time become grandsire 
of a bull for which he would pay the unprecedented sum 
of $53,200—yet that is exactly what has happened. The 
blood of Pontiac Rag Apple has come down through her 
son, Rag Apple Korndyke, and his son, Rag Apple Korn- 
dyke 8th, to little King Ormsby Jane Rag Apple, the bar- 
gain that Mr. Field picked up for the above sum on the 
Worcester Holstein shopping tour last June. 

The purchase of Pontiac Rag Apple set the Holstein 
world agog way back in 1907. It “made” Ert Dollar, 
for $8,000 was then a princely sum to pay, even for a Hol- 
stein. It stood for some time as a world’s record price. 

It is a curious fact, isn’t it, that the grandsire of the 
little bull whose princely ransom has brought new fame 
to the D. W. Field farm should 
have been born there and yet it’s 
logical that the blood of Pontiac 
Korndyke renewed with the splen- 
did productive ability of the world’s 
most wonderful cow, Ormsby Jane 
Segis Aaggie, should ultimately re- 
turn to the Field farm to bring 
new honors and infuse new and 
greater production into a _ herd 
that has already won wide renown. 
We have learned again that “his- 
tory repeats itself’ and that the 
cycle of time ultimately brings us 
again to our starting point.

L te ® did D. W. Field think when he bought Pon- 


renewing their acquaintance with the new home of King 
Ormsby Jane Rag Apple. The Field Holstein enterprises 
have been famous throughout the industry for a number 
of years, but of course renewed interest attaches to the 
D. W. Field Farm Company because of the purchase of 
this bull. The company consists of D. W. Field and W. E. 
Stilwell. As is doubtless well known, Mr. Field is a shoe 
manufacturer, not actively engaged in business at present, 
but still head of a number of shoe corporations. His 
Holstein holdings interest him very actively and he de- 
votes a large part of his spare time with Mr. Stilwell in 
the management of the herd. Mr. Stilwell came to Mon- 
tello five years ago from Cohasset, Mass., where 
he had successfully managed a certified dairy at the Oaks 
Farm. He is an Illinois boy by birth and a Northern New 
Yorker by virtue of having gained a farming experience

The company owns 145 head of 
purebreds and operates about 300 
acres of land. The farm is com- 
pletely equipped with modern 
barns, including. dairy, calf, bull 
and testing barns. The dairy and 
calf barns are unique in lighting 
and equipment arrangements, which 
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King Ormsby awd Rag Apple. His present owner, D. W. Field, stands at his head, and 
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ehind him is Oliver Cabana, in whose herd the calf was bred. 


features are explained with photos elsewhere in this issue 
of the World. 

D. W. Field began breeding Holsteins twenty-one 
years ago, but conducted his operations in a small way 
until 1907, when he aroused a great deal of interest by the 
purchase of sixteen of the thirty cows of the breed that 
had at that time reached a production of 30 pounds in seven 
days. The present Field herd is built very largely upon 
some of the results of those purchases, for among the 
cows he bought were Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, Abbie 
Hartog Clothilde and Pontiac Rag Apple. It might be 
said, however, that Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline is the cow 
that has had the greatest influence upon Mr. Field’s herd 
as it stands today. About the same time that he bought 
these cows he purchased Colantha Johanna Lad and, mated 
with Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, this bull produced Co- 
lantha Sir Aaggie, the bull that has followed the son of 
Colantha 4th’s Johanna in the Field herd and will succeed 
him as senior sire, occupying practically that position to- 
day as Colantha Johanna Lad has practically ceased his 
usefulness. 

Over a year ago the World’s special writer, Harold 
McAlister, in an extended article fully described the life 
and achievements of Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, which 
he described as “standing higher today in the estimation of 
breeders than ever” even though her 34-pound four-year- 
old record has been surpassed for thirteen years. This cow 
had five A. R. O. daughters, two above 30 pounds, two of 
which are still in the herd, a third having been developed 
to the 30-pound mark and having produced a 34-pound 
daughter. This cow, Aaggie Cornucopia of Dutchland, has 
since died. Of the two daughters still in the herd, one is 
a 30-pound cow, while the third, Dutchland Aaggie 'Co- 
lantha, is a full sister to Colantha Sir Aaggie and one that 
the owners of the herd are very naturally interested in 
giving further development. 

Almost without exception the sires that have stood at 
the head of Mr. Field’s herd have been from dams that 
were noted for their ability to transmit milk production. Mr. 
Field began with Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol 
and followed him with Dutchland Sir Pietertje Henger- 
veld, Dutchland Sir Pontiac Rag Apple, Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad and Colantha Johanna Lad. It is worthy of 
note that of the list of sires that have stood at the head 
of the Field herd three are to be numbered as the three 
leading sires of the breed with respect to daughters that 
have produced 600 pounds of milk or more weekly while 
on test. Colantha Johanna Lad stands first with 23 
daughters. Aaggie ‘Cornucopia Johanna Lad_is second 
with 14, and Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol is 
third with 12.

Holstein Camouflage 


E READ on every hand these days about the 

camouflage the opposing armies over-seas en- 
deavor to play on each other. As every one knows, this 
new war word means to deceive, put over, mislead. In 
the same sense, we are simply camouflaging the Holstein 
game when we endeavor to pass over the importance of 
type and breed solely for production. Every man knows 
in his heart that it wouldn’t be best for the breed to breed 
down for individuality and up for production. He would 
camouflage himself in the end and probably gacrifice a bit 
on production as well as perpetuating a type of animal 
inferior to his own loose ideal. It isn’t safe to monkey 
very much with this great question of type. We all know 
that a good individual is better every time than a poor 
individual and will remain so to the end of the chapter. 

It is up to the man with the breed’s interest at heart 
to keep alive the ideal dairy type with the utmost in pro- 
duction. We have proved it can be done and each one 
knows it should be done. While no man is going to 
sacrifice his great record animals because they are poor 
individuals, you can’t make me believe but that he would 
have far preferred that they be of the kind for which no 
apologies are necessary whether the production is there 
without individuality or not. It is only right that this 
should be so and the men who try to prove the contrary 
are not the idealists of the breed. 

The Holstein cow is able to combine the best in dairy 
type and the best in production at the same time, and it 
is for us to help—not hinder her in reaching the goal of 
all-round perfection. Like the automobile of 1912, they 
had somewhere near reached their practical limit in high 
power and improvements. The latter five years in this 
industry have been given up largely to perfecting each 
part, but especially to creating a beautiful, typy car as 
well as a powerful and reliable one. 

We have got the production. Many of us have also 
got the type in addition. It should be the aim of every 
Holstein breeder to perfect his animals in the qualities 
they lack or are weak on, rather than to give in to these 
deficiencies and call them ideal. If the world didn’t need 
every dairy cow so badly, the quickest and surest way to 
insure an all-round ideal cow would be to cull the in- 
ferior animals as one would isolate for tuberculosis, and 
raise them for beef. This is more practical than it sounds 
and would not take as long as might be thought. What 
a stride a breed would take in such an event. 

Each animal an individual of true excellence and 
fine production at the pail. Think it over and don’t try 
to camouflage yourself into shouting for no type. 


There is a problem of national import that faces the 
people of this country and that is to induce a greater 
consumption of milk. Many people do not appreciate the 
true value of pure milk as a human food, and there are 
many more whose first efforts to economize are directed to 
a reduction in the milk bill. This is a serious mistake. 
There is nothing that can be bought that offers more for 
the real money invested than good high class milk. 
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What They Cost to Produce - 


HERE has been much said and written about the 

price paid for blue blooded royalty in Holstein and 
other breeds. Many skeptics have wondered how it is 
that as stupendous an investment as is often made in the 
purchase of Holsteins can be considered safe or even 
sane. They exclaimed, “That’s an awful price for a calf,” 
when D. W. Field paid $53,200 for King Ormsby Jane 
Rag Apple and yet—laying aside the question of his 
earning capacity in the buyer’s hands, his value to him—- 
how about the cost of producing such a calf? What does 
he represent in dollars and cents to the other fellow? 

We are learning to think in the dairy industry now- 
adays in terms of cost of production, even learning to put 
the price upon our milk with due regard to what it costs 
us to produce it. So it is with the sale of an animal. 
We must consider some of these high priced beauties in 
the light of what it has cost to produce them in fixing the 
price that shall be paid for them. That’s a fundamental 
principle of business. 

Take King Ormsby Jane Rag Apple for instance. The 
bull that sired him represents an investment of $25,000 
alone and, while his dam does not represent a big actual 
cash investment in her purchase price, her development 
has been made by an organization that has taken time and 
money to perfect and represents in this way a big ex- 
penditure of time, effort and cash. And, too, an Ormsby 
Jane Segis Aaggie isn’t picked up every day. A breeder 
may buy a half hundred good cows and not get a single 
animal such as she. . 

A breeder walked into the barn of A. C. Hardy, the 
well known Canadian breeder, the other day and asked 
the price upon a few-weeks-old calf. The little youngster, 
a fine individual, did not differ materially in appearance 
from thousands of other Holstein bull calves. He might 
even have disported himself among a bunch of youngsters 
that could not command a price of over $100 each from a 
farmer that wanted to get a start in Holstein breeding 
without being singled out, except by the very expert. Yet 
Mr. Lynn talked $15,000 and the little bull was not for 
sale even at that price. He was a son of Lady Waldorf 
Pietje, whose records for 3, 4 and 5 years range from 30 
to 36 pounds and have been good enough to annex many 
Canadian championships as well as a large amount of the 
American association’s prize money. His sire was King 
Champion Echo Sylvia, son of May Echo Sylvia, the 
world’s greatest milk cow and out of the $15,000 son of 
K. P. Pontiac Lass, former world’s champion and daugh- 
ter of King of the Pontiacs. While $15,000 seemed quite 





a price it paled into insignificance when one stopped to 
think of the time, money and effort that had been spent 
in development and breeding that produced that calf. Think 
of the work, the disappointments, the burden of expense 
that every breeding establishment must bear in developing 
only a few such animals.

ar advertising a sale or reporting an event which in- 
volves dairy cattle the term “of milking age” when used 
as descriptive of the entries is exceedingly significant 
Never have these few words meant so much as they do

; mong the farmers who are not thoroughly a ia- 
tive of high class dairy stock, the dairy un ic cok 
demand than she has been for a number of years if she 
is not yielding a return every day, week in and week out. 
There are more farm sales in which the men are disposing 
of their milk cows this fall than have been noted for 
some years past. Feeds are excessively high and the 
men who are selling are not sufficiently farsighted to see 
the wonderful opportunity that lies before them if they 
will simply stay in the business and keep improving their 
herds all of the time. 

In the public sale of purebred cattle the term means 
dollars very decidedly. The cow that is yielding a liberal 
flow or the cow that is about to freshen will stimulate 
greater activity among the bidders than the cow or heifer 
that is not going to be a profit producer for some months. 
Ande right here is a danger which the breeder must face 
squarely. Just because feed is a little high, just because 
there is a scarcity of help, and the product of the plowed 
field is claiming greater attention and larger profits than 
ever before, he should not veal his calves or fatten his 
young heifers and turn them off rather than develop 
them into future milkers. Even with prices as they are 
today it is advisable for the man who has real high class 
dairy stock to cling to this stock, to develop it to the 
highest degree of efficiency, and to make it really better 
with each succeeding generation. 


Farmers, Beware 


._A MONG the men who are not full-fledged, true-blue, 

out and out breeders of dairy cattle there is a strong 
temptation to break away from the real dairy stock just 
at this time. These are the men who are keeping dairy 
sires at the head of their herds, and these sires are very 
frequently Holsteins, simply because the milk check comes 
in so very handy every month and if the Holstein is used 
the check is usually much enlarged. 

The tremendous demand that is being made for veal 
or for meat of any kind makes these same farmers look 
with longing eyes on the beef crossed calf because it 
brings a nice little check at an early age. This is a 
temptation that should be withstood at once. We can’t 
afford to sacrifice both beef and dairy breeding in the 
hope of getting something that will be a beef cow if ‘it 
isn’t a dairy cow or a good dairy cow if it should turn 
out to be a poor beef animal. 4 

Right now is the time for every breeder of dairy cattle 
to stand by his breed. Be true to your colors. Do not 
be misled by any vain promises of wonderful profits from 
stock that is neither beef nor dairy. If you start with a 
good Holstein.bull on your ordinary herd of cows and 
give the offspring the right kind of care it is absolutely 
certain that you will very soon be devoting all your time 
and attention to the Holstein, and you will soon have a 
grade herd that will be the pride of the neighborhood. 
On the other hand, if you are tossed about by every 
changeable idea and ideal, you will arrive at no point of 
definite decision or success. hi 

Do not try to feed the world with young beef that is 
intended to yield a milk check every month in the year. 
Be a breeder of Holsteins and keep improving every season. 
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Breeders, Read These Statistics 


HE total ex- 
T cess of ex- 
ports of 
dairy products 
over imports for 
the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 
1917, amounted to 
the butterfat pro- 
duction of 380,- 
640 cows, or 1.67 per cent of the total 
number of cows in the country. The 
increase in exports since the war be- 
gan, while amounting to a _ large 
amount in itself and to an enormous 
addition if expressed in percentages, 
is as a matter of fact almost negligible 
in proportion to our total production, 
being only .57 of a pound for each 
person. This would entail a reduc- 
tion in consumption of less than one- 
fifth of an ounce a week for each 
person in the country, not enough to 
reduce our consumption to the level 
of the years before the war. These 
are some deductions from figures 
compiled by the United States Food 
Administration. 
Before the outbreak of the war the 
United States exported virtually no

dairy products to Europe. Since the 
war began the aggregate of the ex- 
ports, although comparatively small 
in itself, has Jed to startling percent- 
age increases because it represents a 
reversal of our position from an im- 
porter of dairy products to an export- 
er. The food administration has 
gathered the figures on various dairy 
products. 

Exports of condensed milk, which 
for the three pre-war years averaged 
17,792,579 pounds and had a value of 
$1,475,289, have increased to 259,102,- 
213 pounds with a value of $25,129,983 
co fiscal year ending June 30, 
1917. 

The European allies in the three- 
year pre-war period received 2.27 per 
cent of the condensed milk exported 
from this country; in 1917 they re- 
ceived 57.2 per cent. 

Exports of cheese for the three 
pre-war years averaged 3,788,065 
pounds with a value of $584,448. For 
the year ending June 30, 1917, cheese 
exports increased to 66,087,213 pounds 
with a value of $15,244,364. Our 
European allies received 5.8 per cent 
of all cheese exports, as against 44.1 
for the pre-war three-year average. 

Exports of butter for the three pre- 
war years totaled 4,457,144 pounds, 
with a value of $1,072,896. For the 
year ending June 30, 1917, butter ex- 
ports had increased to 26,835,092 
pounds, with a value of $8,749,170. 
Our European allies received 78.1 
per cent of all exportations, as against 


16.26 per cent for the three-year pre- 
war average. 
Exports of dairy products to the 


neutral countries showed an 
enormous percentage growth A 
large proportion of these exports un- 
questionably reached Germany. In 


condensed milk the pre-war average 
to the European neutrals was but 3,063 
pounds, while in 1917 this had in- 
creased to 15,134,084 pounds, an in- 
crease of 4,940.93 per cent. The pre- 
war average export of cheese to the 
European neutrals was but 1,909 
pounds, which in 1917 increased to 
165.281 pounds or 85.58 per cent in- 
crease. It is worthy of particular 
note that of the increase of 15,137,147 
pounds of condensed milk exported 
to the European neutrals, Holland, a 
dairy country, took 12,850,724 pounds, 
or 84.9 per cent. Exportations of but- 
ter to the European neutrals increas- 
ed 1,214 per cent, but totaled only 
22,332 pounds. 

The export figures are emphasized 
by the decreased imports in these same 
products. In the pre-war years this 
country imported an average of 49,- 
450,000 pounds more cheese than we 
exported, while in 1917 the conditions 
were reversed and we exported 51,- 
605,000 pounds more than we import- 
ed, which would indicate a total net 
decrease in the,consumption of cheese 
in this country of 101,055,000 pounds 
for the past year, if production had not 


increased. The imports of butter de-

AID FOR NEW YORK LIVE- 
STOCK MEN. 


Enlarged facilities for extension 
work in animal husbandry is an- 
nounced by the state college of agri- 
culture of New York which says that 
those engaged in the handling of live- 
stock under prevailing conditions 
should proceed with caution and 
make use of every aid to safe results. 
Urging increased efforts among live- 
stock producers as a help in the food 
conservation program the college 
says: ; f 

“Every farm and community has its 
breeding, feeding, and selection prob- 
lems that should have careful atten- 
tion. Is the right sire being used? Is 
the ration in use the most economical? 
Should not the herd or flock be culled 
for most profitable returns?” 

Neglecting any of these points un- 
necessarily increases cost of produc- 
tion. 

Specialists in livestock are available 
to assist any farmer in the state on 
any phase of his business if he so 
desires. When possible, application 
should be made through the Farm 
Bureau, otherwise directly to the ex- 
tension service of the college at 
Ithaca. It saves expense and is just 
as effective to work with groups. 
Therefore, make requests for local 
meetings, special demonstrations or 
for a five-day demonstration school, 
to consider problems of local interest. 





This service is available to every com- 
munity. The livestock interests are 
large and growing larger.

FEEDS MAKE GOOD RATION. 


Please balance me a ration for Holstein 
cows aged two and one-half to six years, Their 
milk production is from 7,500 to 10,000 pounds 
iw. Most of them are due to freshen this 
all. 


The feeds available are mixed hay, corn 
stover and silage. We have corn and oats 
and can purchase bran at $38, cotton seed 
meal containing 36 per cent protein at $50, 
and oil meal at $56. 

I suggest that you use the following 
mixture: 400 pounds ground oats, 
400 pounds corn meal, 400 pounds 
wheat bran, 200 pounds gluten feed, 
200 pounds cottonseed meal, 400 
pounds oil meal. 

In case you do not wish to use 
gluten feed, would suggest that you 
use 400 pounds ground oats, 400 
pounds corn meal, 400 pounds wheat 
bran, 400 pounds cottonseed meal, 
400 pounds oil meal.—E. S. Savage.

creased from 3,343,319 pounds as 
the average for the pre-war period to 
523,573 pounds for 1917. 

The number of dairy cows in this 
country per hundred population has 
varied but little in the past six years, 
being 22.3 in 1911 and 22.1 in 1917. 
This industry is one that cannot be 
suddenly increased, because it requires 
two years to raise a producing dairy 
cow and five years to bring her to 
maximum. production. With normal 
conditions the country could have 
gone on supplying the demands upon 
it for dairy products about as usual. 
The average per capita yearly pro- 
duction of butterfat in this country is 
estimated at 32.96 pounds for the three 
pre-war years, 32.8 pounds for 1915, 
33.57 pounds for 1916, and 34.03 pounds 
for 1917. 





The dairy problem of the United 
States will not cease with the com- 
ing of peace. The dairy cattle of 
Europe are rapidly diminishing, for 
Europe is driven to kill cattle to sup- 
ply the immediate necessities for beef. 
The herds of England, France and 
Germany are being deliberately sacri- 
ficed to the demands of war. The em- 
bargo is keeping fodder from Hol- 
land, a dairy country, to a degree that 
will probably lead to a considerable 
sacrifice of the herds. The world de- 
crease in cattle since the beginning of 
the war already totals 28,080,000 head. 
It, therefore, becomes essential for 
the future welfare of our country that 
our own dairy cattle be increased not 
only that we may meet our present 
day problems, but that we may be in 
readiness to meet the enormous de- 
mands that are inevitable at the con- 
clusion of the war. 

War demands upon the herds of 
France ,have resulted in a decrease of 


16.6 per cent in the number of cattle 
in that country. The decrease in 
milk production, however, has heen 
proportionately much heavier. France 
is now producing but one gallon of 
milk where two and one-half gallons 
were produced in pre-war times. 

Indications are that the sacrifice of 
dairy herds in Europe during the three 
past years of the war has been slight 
as compared to that which will be 
made in the future if the war con- 
tinues. And this means that, not only 
during the war but for some time aft- 
erwards, the dairy burden of the Unit- 
ed States will be very heavy.

He 
peer his subject in splendid shape 
and in addition he gave some excep- 
tional advice to the factory that we 
wish to reproduce here because it is 
so eminently fitted to bring about 
co-operation between the factory man 
and the breeder. In mentioning the 
extreme necessity of having cows of 
high class productive capacity in the 
herds of the creamery patrons, Pro- 
fessor Sammis said: 

“If there are not good cows in 
your neighborhood, see to it that 
dairy cows are imported. If the farm- 
ers are unable to buy them and pay 
spot cash, purchase the animals your- 
self. Hold out a portion of the dairy- 
man’s milk check each week and in 
that way let him pay for the cows on 
time. See that they are bred to sires 
of established reputation and in that 
way you will be doing your country 
as much service as would be the case 
if you were fighting in the trenches.” 

This is a plan that might well be 
considered by ractically every in- 
stitution of this kind in the land. The 
introduction of high class dairy cattle 
into a community will do more to in- 
crease the dairy activities to make 
the creamery and the dairy world 
more popular than any other one 
thing. : 

If the factory does not wish to un- 
dertake such a campaign, if it is not 
in position to do work of this kind, 
it can well afford to go to the leading 
bank of the community and stimulate 
an interest in that way. The importa- 
tion of high class dairy cattle is cer- 
tainly a matter of remarkable signifi- 
cance. If the men who are deliver- 
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ing the milk to your creamery or 
cheese factory are getting this milk 
from a nondescript herd of cows 
remember that by putting a real high 
class black and white color scheme 
in your pasture you will be doing 
them a wonderful service and will also 
be doing yourself a still greater serv- 
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ice. This is a line of co-operation 
that can be worked out and it is of 
the utmost importance that it should.

Mines onthly news letter, for the 
cow testing associations for 
the month of September ‘ 
issued by W. A. McKerrow, js a 
containing a lot of interesting thin . 
regarding dairy progress in that state 
Altogether a feeling of optimism fan. 
vails among the different associations 
and the testers report some very en- 
couraging things regarding their in- 
dividual associations. 

As usual the report tells of the dis- 
carding of a large number of boarder 
cows and new ones being purchased 
to replace them. It is encouraging to 
note the attitude of a large number 
of farmers regarding the question of 
purchasing of purebred sires where 
none are already had and in cases 
where purebred sires are kept to re- 
place them with even better bred 
ones. During this month a large num- 
ber of purebred sires were purchased 
and among them a large number were 
of the Holstein breed. The Stillwater 
association reports the purchase of 
four Holstein sires, and the dams of 
these sires have seven-day records 
averaging over 25 pounds. The North- 
field association reports the purchase 
of one sire for the sum of $2,500. The 
report does not tell what the breed 
of this purchase is but, whatever the 
breed, it was a wise move for the 
firm purchasing a sire of the quality, 

Another thing evidenced to a very 
marked degree in the report is the 
matter of coping with the feed prob- 
lem. To this end silos are being erect- 
ed among members of the association 
with remarkable rapidity and this is 
unquestionably a wise move inasmuch 
as corn has been frosted in this state 
as well as in many others, and in this 
way a large percentage of the feeding 
value of the crop can be utilized. 

Mr. McKerrow in his report gives 
out some good sound advice on the 
feed question. “Supplemental! feeds 
should be encouraged,” says Mr. Mc- 
Kerrow, “pastures are short, so wher- 
ever possible, the silos should be op- 
ened, or in other cases some hay 
should be fed. Grain will be exceed- 
ingly high, but the cow capable of 
producing 200 pounds of butterfat or 
more will give good returns on some 
grain in her daily ration, except in un- 
usual cases where extra quality alfalfa 
and good corn silage is used. 

“The outlook for hay purchases is 
poor, therefore, it will be advisable to 
purchase hay at once. Western alfalfa 
is selling as high as $20 per ton in the 
stack, denoting a great shortage. 
Economy in production on account of 
the extreme high prices of feed and 
labor will be found in feeding cows 
to full capacity and eliminating wun- 
profitable ones.”

rather a score of points as we would 
call it, that is thoroughly compre- 
hensive and high class. On the whole 
the association is a most worthy one 

“The position of the Friesland 
breed of cattle in South Africa is in- 
dicated by reference to the entries 
made in the South African Stud Book 
in which there are, approximately, 900 
Friesland entries as against approxi- 
mately 1000 entries for all of the 
other breeds combined.” 

The above is quoted from the sec- 
retary’s report for the year ending in 
1916. McG. Johnston, the. secre- 
tary, is a very broad-minded and far- 
seeing man. He says that in alf 
probability the entries in volume 10 
will be fewer because of several fac- 
tors, among them the difficulty of im- 
portation from over seas. He inti- 
mates that this will be a blessing in 
disguise for the South African farmer, 
in that it will stimulate a greater in- 
terest in the production of home- 
grown cattle. His idea is that there 
should be more wise and generous 
upbuilding of the breed at home 
rather than such utter dependence up- 
on foreign herds. 

One other thing is worthy of note 
in connection with these stud books. 
Apparently the South African Stud 
Book which was mentioned above is 
open to all of the dairy breeds and is 
a government record which is different 
from the systems practiced here. 

It is rather interesting to note the 
transportations of mails between this 
country and South Africa. The of- 
fice of the Friesland Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation is maintained at Bloemfon- 
tein and on the 20th of August the 
secretary of the association wrote the 
World. The letter reached this of- 
fice on the 10th of October. How- 
ever, the letter that was answered by 
this letter dated August 20th bore the 
date April 22d. 

Mr. Welsford, who writes for the 
secretary, speaks at some length up- 
on the importation of Friesland cat- 
tle into South Africa from the United 
States and Canada. He comments up- 
on the system of registration an 
transfer as it has been worked out in 
this country and then he speaks of 
the herd book as it has been establish- 
ed by their association.

Reported Tests of Holstein-Friesians 


The report A. R. O. just issued by 
Superintendent Gardner covers the 
coe of short-time tests from July 
3d to September 6th. The fact that 
this is the season of hot weather and 
flies has lessened the number of tests, 
especially in the short-time divisions. 
There are, however, a large number 
of excellent records and this can be 
said of all the different ages in the 
class. 

In the full-aged class the leader for 
butterfat for seven days is Pearl 
Netherland Korndyke, owned by E. H. 
Smith of Minnesota. The picture of 
this cow appeared sometime ago in 
the World. At the age of six years 
she produced 37.51 pounds butter 
from 753.9 pounds milk in seven days. 
These figures are certainly very sat- 
isfactory, especially for this time of 
the year. In the aged class there al- 
so appear the names of Aaggie Wayne 
Cottage Knoll and Fanny Lilu Segis, 
two cows owned by M. E. Penrose, 
of Colorado. Previous mention has 
also been made of these two perform- 
ers. Lady Waldorf Pietje repre- 
sents still another section of the con- 
tinent, being owned bv A. C. Hardy, 
Ontario, Canada. This cow is well 
known throughout Holstein circles 
and at this last freshening she pro- 
duced in seven days, 35.38 pounds but- 
ter from 772 pounds milk, at the age 
of 5 years 4 months and 18 days. 

In the four-year class the leader is 
Butter Girl Johanna owned by R. E. 
Chapin & Son of New York. Her 
figures for the seven days are 32.79 
pounds butter from 588.4 pounds milk. 
The cow ranking second in this class 
is Colantha Pietertje Lass owned by 
the distinguished breeder, E. C. Schroe- 
der of Minnesota. She _ produced 
31.99 pounds butter from 574.5 pounds 


milk and made her record as a junior-" 


four-year-old. 

The leader in the three-year-old 
class is owned by A. J. Stalder of Cal- 
ifornia. This heifer, Stanislaus Prin- 
cess Cleopatra, shows up with 31.04 
pounds butter from 513.9 pounds. milk. 
Three other very satisfactory records 
have heen made by three-year-olds 
owned by the well known firm of 
McAlister and Son also of California. 
These heifers all have seven-day rec- 
ords in excess of 28.80 pounds butter 
and 470 pounds milk. 

A heifer with an extra good pedi- 
gree leads the senior two-year-class. 
She is Bess Johanna Ormsby owned 
by Mr. Schroeder of Minnesota and 
is a daughter of the well known sire, 
Sir Pietertie Ormsby Mercedes. Her 
dam is Springbrook Bess Burke 2d, 
a high record cow in the same herd. 
This heifer at only six days over two 
and one-half years of age made dur- 
ing the seven days 25.90 pounds but- 
ter from 452.4 pounds milk. 

Two heifers owned by the Em- 
blagaard Dairy of Michigan head the 
junior-two-year-old class. These are 
Emblagaard ‘Colantha Walker and 
Emblagaard Colantha Bakker. The 
former produced 24.31 pounds butter 
from 581.7 pounds milk in seven days 
and the latter at only 16 days over 
two years of age made 24.28 pounds 
butter from 447.3 pounds milk. 

It is impossible to comment on all 
the good producers in the long-time 
tests giving above a certain mini- 


mum amount of butterfat during the 
month of July. This also appears in 
the report. These tests are interesting 
not only because they give the leaders 
for certain months, but also because 
they give the total production of those 
animals for the length of time they 
have been carried up to, and during. 
that certain lactation period. It is 
worthy of note in connection with 
these tests, in this report at least, 
that a larger per cent of cows appear 
in this list that are owned west of the 
Mississippi river than what are owned 
east of this line. It can perhaps be 
gathered from this that more atten- 
tion is given to the longer tests in 


these western and middle western 
states. 
The cow leading in this _ special 


class is a five-year-old, Ninette Aline 
Pauline, owned by the Palo Alto 
Stock Farm of California. During 
July she produced 126.60 pounds but- 
ter from 2,722.2 pounds milk. In her 
first 80 days she has a total of 336.2 
pounds butter and 6,839.6 pounds milk 
and with these figures she has a very 
good start on her year’s record. An- 
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other good cow appearing } 

class of this list is ownel by ‘Wit 
Bishop of Washington. This sa 
Chimacum Wayne Boon, has om, 
duced 561.82 pounds butter from ‘it, 
980.5 pounds milk in her first 148 dave 
Without any question this cow wil 
finish the year with a very Satisfacto 
record. Another cow in the oun 
class is Lindale Bonnie Pauline can 
ed by R. E. Dillion of Ohio. In he 
first 266 days she has made 985.42 
pounds butter from 23,351.4 pounds 
milk. Since she still has 100 days to 
finish her year she too will undoubtly 
make a good year’s record. Still an- 
other cow in this class, and she has 
been given previous mention in the 
World, is Aaggie Acme of Riverside 
2d owned by the Morris Corporation 
of California. This report shows her 
263 days along in her lactation period 
and she has already made _ 1,0359 
pounds butter from 19,791.9 pounds 
milk. These figures give her an aver- 
age test of over four per cent which 
is very creditable in connection with 
a long-time record.

THE DAIRY CATTLE CONGRESS 
CALF CLUB EXHIBIT. 

One of the interesting features in 
connection with the Dairy Cattle Ccn- 
gress at Waterloo, Iowa, was the calf 
club exhibit. 

The club was promoted by the 
Leavitt and Johnson National Bank of 
Waterloo. The heifers in this club 
are representative of the four leading 
dairy breeds and it was these calves 
that were on exhibition at the Dairy 
Cattle Congress. This idea was form- 
ulated last June when the club was 
orgarfized. 

Heifers to the number of 170, of which 
73 were Holsteins, were purchased 
for members of the club last summer 
and 119 of these were brought to the 
Congress. At this time the heifers 
were scored by their owners and prizes 
amounting to $400 were given by the 
bank to those securing the highest 
standing. The barn in which these 
heifers were stabled during the dairy 
show was a center of more than ordi- 
nary interest, especially to friends and 
relatives of the owners of the stock. 
The heifers showed evidence of extra 
careful management. 

At some time next spring a sale will 
be held when these heifers will be sold 
at auction. One thing, however, and 
it is worthy of commendation, is that 
the bank does not require that a mem- 
ber sell his heifer unless he so de- 
sires. If this be the case, he simply 
pays the note at the bank and retains 
his property. This sale will undoubt- 
edly be an event of unusual interest for 
it is something new in this section and 
because of the fact that this county is 
a fast growing dairy community which 
creates a steady demand for good 
stock of this character.

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WHY ORGANIZE? 


Why should farmers organize? Th 
reasons for organization are summa r 
ized in the following words of A 1. 
Meyer, director of the Agriculturaj 
Extension Service, University of Mj 
souri College of Agriculture. They 
point out clearly and concisely med 
aims which communities should have 
when organization is attempted. 

‘All men grow in vision and ca- 

pacity to accomplish worthwhile 
things under the stimulus of close as- 
sociation and interchange of jdea 
with their fellow men. The farmer is 
no exception to this rule. So in those 
communities where farm folks are or- 
ganized, or where they associate close- 
ly and sympathetically, we find the 
best roads, superior schools, active 
rural churches, more young people on 
the farm, less tenantry and a more 
— rural life in its every de- 
ail. 
_ “From an economic standpoint the 
importance of organization among 
farm people lies in the fact that it 
tends to bring all the agricultural 
practices of a community up to the 
standard of the best practices of the 
individual. It has a leveling influ- 
ence, but fortunately the leveling is 
accomplished never by reducing the 
proficiency of the best farmers, but 
always by raising the standard of the 
less efficient. Organization is a 
mighty factor in bringing about max- 
imum efficiency. It makes for the per- 
manency of our American agriculture. 
_ “The ends of democracy are just a 
little better served when the people 
of the rural communities are able to 
make their influence felt in deciding 
the great public questions of the day. 
In a republic where 50 per cent of the 
population is rural, the farmer is en- 
titled to considerable say in matters 
of state and national concern. Through 
organization he will make himself 
heard and the nation will be better 
for it. 

Briefly, according to Mr. Meyer, 
organization increases the efficiency 
of farmers in farm practice. It es- 
tablishes social, educational, and re- 
ligious standards which will make the 
country a more desirable place in 
which to live. It secures proper recog- 
nition in municipal, state and national 
affairs affecting interests of farmers. It 
establishes relations withethe business 
world which will enable farmers to 
market their nroducts so as to secure 
maximum rates for their time, labor 
and investment. 

There can be no legitimate reasons 
or arguments against organizations 
that have these purposes in view.

FARM: 
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The first public sale to be con- 
ducted by the newly-formed organiza- 
tion of eastern Michigan breeders, 
known as the Pontiac Holstein 
Breeders’ Sale Association, was held 
‘at the Michigan State Fair grounds, 
‘near Detroit, on October 3d and 4th. 
‘This new sale organization is an in- 
corporated company whose _§stock- 
holders are members of the Pontiac- 
East Michigan Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation. While a majority of the 
breeders who are members of the sale 
company have herds of small size, 
the quality of the animals sold in the 
sale was excellent. This high degree 
of excellence was attained through 
the efforts of a committee appointed 
to select animals to be sold. None 
were accepted that were not sound 
and right in every way and that did 
not conform to a high standard of ex- 
cellence in type. 

Two herds of national reputation 
figured largely in the selling. The 
first is that owned by E. Le Roy Pel- 
letier, who sold the world’s record 
four-year-old, Wandermeere Belle 
Hengerveld, at Worcester last June 
for the world’s record price of $18,300. 
Mr. Pelletier’s consignment of nine 
head brought an average price of $417 
—an excellent showing for that num- 
ber of animals in a Michigan sale. Mr. 
Pelletier also purchased eight animals 
of his fellow consignors, among which 
was the famous cow, Pontiac De 
Nijlander, of Ypsiland Farms, for 
which he paid $1,725. This was the 
top price of the sale, and the cow is 
well worthy of topping even such a 
remarkable sale as this. She has the 
reputation of being the only cow that 
at any age has made 30 pounds but- 
ter in a week and 123 pounds in 30 
days and in each of the two following 
years increasing all of her milk and 
butter records for both seven and 30 
days. Her record as a senior five- 
year-old is 35.430 pounds butter from 
750.2 pounds of milk in seven days 
and 144.601 pounds butter from 3,- 
090.6 pounds of milk in 30 days at 
the same age. It will be noted that in 
both of these records she averaged 
better than 100 pounds of milk a day. 
The fact that she is going into Mr. 
Pelletier’s herd is one that should 
bring joy to  Holstein-Friesian 
breeders everywhere, for she will 
certainly have an opportunity to con- 
tinue in her good work. Mr. Pelle- 
tier is to be congratulated upon mak- 
ing such an addition as this to his 
herd. 

The other herd of more than local 
reputation was that dispersed by 
Ypsiland Farms, owned by Norris A. 
Cole, near Ypsilanti. Mr. Cole has 
been engaged for the past ten years 
in building up a herd that ranked 
among the best in Michigan. His 
farm lies close to the city of Ypsilanti 
and is already flanked on one side by 
a golf course. His land has become 
so valuable as suburban residence 
property that he could no longer con- 
tinue to use it for farming purposes. 
He, therefore, decided to disperse his 
herd bv consigning his animals to the 
Detroit sale. The 40 head sold brought 
an average price of $290.

“The appendix section j 
registration of purebred Radi ~ 
which the necessary certificates to 
enable them to be registered in Pi 
stud book proper are not forthcom. 
ing. A history of the animal has Pay 
be submitted and, if found satisfac. 
tory, the animal is examined by the 
association’s inspector, and his report 
if favorable, entitles her to entry in 
the appendix ‘A’ generation. ‘The 
female progeny of ‘A’ by a registered 
bull is, on inspection, registered in 
‘B’ generation, and so on. The prog- 
eny of ‘C’ generation, whether male 
or female, is eligible for registration 
in the stud book proper on satisfac- 
tory inspection. ‘C’ may be re-in- 
spected and transferred to the stud 
book proper. 

“Imported cattle are accepted for 
registration in the stud book proper 
if they are registered in the rec. 
ognized herd book of the country 
from which they are imported. Ap- 
plications for entry of imported stock 
must be accompanied by official ex- 
port and transfer certificates. Ap- 
plication for entry of animals (prog- 
eny of imported stock) sired out- 
side South Africa, must be accom- 
panied by certificates of service signed 
by the owner of the sire. 

“For South African bred animals, 
the births, giving color markings, 
have to be reported within 14 days. 
When the animals are of age for in- 
spection, an application form giving all 
particulars of breeding and_ color 
markings and signed before a witness 
is submitted. If the details coincide 
with those on the calf report and the 
animal is passed by the association’s 
inspector, it is entitled to be registered 
in the stud book. proper. The ages 
for inspection are bulls from six 
months, and heifers from eighteen 
months. 

“As there are a great number of 
herds in South Africa which have not 
been registered as yet and which are 
not eligible on account of the loss of 
certificates and for which no authen- 
tic history is available, an auxiliary 
herd book scheme is now being 
brought forward for the registration 
of Friesland females of pronounced 
Friesland type and character. This 
section will also be available for high 
class graded animals containing, say, 
fifteen-sixteenths or thirty-one-thirty- 
seconds of Friesland blood. 

“An official milk register has lately 
been established. This section, which 
provides for the registration of yields, . 
is under government control, and, al- 
though in its initial stages, promises 
well. It is hoped it will be as great 
a success here as it is elsewhere.”

Speaking recently at a meeting of 
state food commissioners and_ his 
personal staff, Herbert Hoover gave a 
striking explanation of the part that 
food control plays in war. 

He said that European nations went 
into the war giving little thought to 
the subject of food. Even Germany 
with all its preparations had not fore- 
seen the significance of this factor. 
With millions of men taken from pro- 
duction, and thousands of square miles 
of fertile fields laid waste by armies, 
the world’s cupboard quickly began 
developing a bareness like that of 
Mother Hubbard’s. Country after

tem, on the whole, is still that of Ger. 
many, and she has been able to main- 
tain efficiency with a_ food suppl 
which in some of her enemy countries 
might be most embarrassing. Russia 
with perhans the greatest Possibilities 
of food production in Europe, did noth- 
ing at all, and out of Russia’s food 
situation grew her revolution. 


Mr. Hoover said, that whether we 
like it or not, we must deal with the 
food problem of war in one of two 
ways. There is not enough food to 
go around if we stick to the lavish 
methods of peace times. Rising prices 
coupled with depreciation of money, 
due to issues of war bonds in every 
country, which make the purchasing 
power of money shrink, compel us to 
adjust the food supply to the world’s 
appetite, either by controlling that 
supply in ways that lead to economy 
and make it suffice, or by letting 
wages rise as »rices rise, to keep pace 
roughly with fluctuations. Even an 
amateur economist can see at a glance 
that food control is better than wage 
increase, because wage increase is a 
crude force operating slowly, unevenly 
and with great injustice and suffering 
to millions of workers. The wages of 
many workers do not rise—the pro- 
fessional men, clerical workers, pub- 
lic employes, and so forth. Russia 
tried the experiment of letting wages 
adjust themselves to the diminishing 
food supply, and it did not work— 
Russia was brought to a state border- 
ing on anarchy by the _ intolerable 
pressure of the food situation on the 
ordinary »eaceful citizen. 

Therefore, whether we like it or 
not—this is a favorite phrase of the 
food administrator, and typifies the 
impersonal attitude he takes toward 
these great economic problems— 
whether we like it or not, we must 
meet the food situation in one way 
or the other, and food control seems 
to be the lesser of the two evils.

States Food Administration. From 
August 10th, when President Wilson 
signed the food law, until today, much 
of the work of the food administra- 
tion has centered upon the organiza- 
tion of food control machinery. The 
farmer, the grain man, the miller, the 
baker, the packer, the grocer, the 
wholesaler and retailer, the traveling 
salesman and the canned goods broker, 
have gone to Washington in bodies 
representing the best men and the best 
minds in their respective trades, and 
have conferred there, not only with 
the food administrator himself, but 
with leadine men in their own lines 
who are acting as volunteers on the 





food administration. Sometimes they 
have gone with fear in their hearts, or 
resentment at the prospect of govern- 
ment interference in their business 
affairs. But there is something in 
Washington which quickly dissipates 
fear and resentment, and leads these 
men to offer their unanimous support 
to food control measures. 

“Whether we like it or not,” they are 
told, “this is the situation. Business 
cannot go on as usual in war times be- 
cause the law of supply and demand is 
thrown out of operation. These are 
the conditions and here is the only 
remedy that has been found in coun- 
tries with greater experience in war 
than we have yet had. What do you 
think about it, gentlemen?”

During July 1916, the owner of an- 
all members of the association these 
conditions were rapidly changed. Bet- 
ter feeding of dry cows increased the 
milk flow during the following lacta- 
tion period, the use of a balanced ra- 
tion of home-mixed feed brought 
about more economical feeding, and 
abandoning the scoop-shovel method 
by feeding according to production 
prevented waste. The elimination of 
low producers that would not respond 
to better feed and care was the great- 
est saving of all. As soon as the 
changes went into effect profits began 
to increase and immediately there was 
an added interest in the business. 

During the year the owner of one 
herd fed his cows according to pro- 
duction, something he had never done 
before. By so doing, the milk flow 
was increased 20 per cent and the in- 
come over cost of feed was increased 
$652. This was accomplished not only 
with the same number of cows but 
with the same cows, the principal dif- 
ference being a more intelligent meth- 
od of feeding. 

During July, 1916, the owner of an- 
other herd shipped 30 gallons of milk 
daily from 20 cows. All cows giving 
milk were fed alike and dry cows re- 
ceived no_ grain. Within _ three 
months, by feeding a balanced ration, 
and by feeding according to produc- 
tion, the daily shipment of milk was 
increased to 60 gallons. During that 
period the total number of cows re- 
mained the same, but some of the low- 
est producers were replaced. The in- 
creased production, therefore, was due 
partly to culling, but more largely to 
better methods of feeding. 

Briefly stated, the best results were 
obtained by members (a) who fed a 
good balanced ration mixed on the 
farm; (b) who fed dry cows so they 
would freshen in good condition; (c) 
who weighed the feed and fed accord- 
ing to production; and (d) who prac- 
ticed regularity in their work.
